The or- 
phanage is operated by a com- 
munity of Japanese nuns. whom 
Td call ‘saints’. and houses 
some three hundred children. 
After pressing the issues of 
assistance, I was able to dis- 
cover that one of the chief 
needs was diapersfor the child- 
ren. Some 8000 are used daily! 
Now I'm trying to beg. borrow 
or steal as many as I can lay 
my hands on. 1 could go on 
forever with stories such as 
these. but I'm sure you'd soon 
tire. 

Come next February. I plan to 
spend the eleventh anniversary of 
my ordination up north in Sap- 
poro at the Winter Olympic 
Games. I have signed up for 
a six-day tour and will, of course 
Tend cheering support to the 
American team.

Danny Gillis spoke up to tell 
Leahy that “I would like to go 
over that appeal part with vou 
some night. when we are not 
busy" 

“Instead of just apartments, or 
just snob zoning, we have every- 
thing here” Gillis said. This 
opened up a brief remark by 
others on the so-called snob zon- 
ing. proposed under Chapter 774 
of the Acts of 1969. and now being 
called simply by that term “774” 

Gillis finished up the remarks 
by saving that 774 ean wipe out 
zoning. wipe out building regula: 
tions. wipe out sewerage regula- 
tions, wipe out everything. 

Chairman Mort Grant: This 
opens up to the people to make 
the decision. If we agree with 
this (article) all we do is to put 
it in the warrant - we have to have 
hearings later - we can later 
eliminate from the warrant any- 
thing we want. 

Leahy: I thing that we should 
give the people a choice on apart- 
ments only 


Grant: We did. in 1966. Planner 
Sam Snow’s recommendations 

That for all purposes finished 
the discussion. The board voted 
to submit all articles. 5 to 1. 
with Bill MacKinnon not voting. 


Glen Bower, who had worked a 
long time to make corrections to 
the PUD article, demanded that 
he get the time to read his re- 
port. Mr. Bower didn’t get far 
‘The board was still talking about 
the PUD article, and Leahy was 
telling the others that he felt 
“this goes too far" 

Bower started reading aloud 
His reading took four minutes. He 
wants performance guarantees 
etc. for the buildings which would 
be erected under the PUD zoning 
the guarantees there would be 
such items as Occupancy Per- 
mits, maintainance of roads in 
private areas, snow plowing 
rubbish removal. ete. 

It was agreed that his report 
should be typed, for all to, read at 
their leisure 

Shopping Center 

A week ago the board had lis- 
tened to a proposal to rezona a 21 
acre area of Wilmington for a 
shopping center. The center would 
have a supermarket, a large dis- 
count store and several variety 
stores 

Mr. Grant reported that he had 
a telephone call from the would-be 
developer. That gentleman 
wanted to know the sentiment of 
the Planning Board. as he didn’t 
want to spent a lot of time and 
money if the proposal was going to 
be fought all the way down the line 

Bob Leahv reported that he had 
walked the area last weekend. 
Zane Bower said that the present 
zoning in Wilmington was “strip 
zoning” and that the consultant 
was against strip zoning - it’s the 
curse of this town’ Maybe. 
Bower said. this is the answer. 
How many shopping centers can we 
have in this town? 

Danny Gillis said he “goes 

jong” with Bower on the Strip 

oning. If we are going to re 
zone then let's clean Op the 
whole thing! 
Water Department 


Gillis and Bill Hanlon reported 
on a visit of several weeks ago 
to the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners. The Water Department, 
they reported, is pumping about 
7 million gallans a day. which is 
about 50% of capacity. “We could 
go three months without rain’ 

The Water Commissioners, they 
said, had not had any ban on lawn 
watering for five years. but felt 
that eventually the town would 
have to join the MDC (water 
system) 

Miscussed with the Commis- 
sioners was “recirculation” of 
water, particularly in industrial 
projects. Hanlon and Gillis re- 
ported that “‘there are well areas 
that are untapped yet" - and 
“they really don’t know" 

‘The Commissioners, they said. 
think they are going to have to put 
in two new standpipes. one in the 
end of town, and one on Kelly's 
Hill (where the first standpipe 
was erected. ed.) 

Hanlon said “we made an issue 
on ground seepage (sewage) 
‘They didn’t think it was much of 
a problem lis: "We are now 
pumping out 7 million gallons a 
day. If we put in municipal 
sewerage all over town, and push 
5 million gallons a day into the 
ocean. are we going to dry out 
our land?” 

‘The two men reported that the 
Water Department now has 
a $15,000 contract with the firm 
of Whitman & Howard, for a com- 
puterized study of the Wilmington 
Water Department. Whitman & 
Howard are a well known firm of 
civil engineering. specializing in 
water systems 

Pyrrhic Victory 

Ina small way Bob Leahy won a 
Pyrrhic Victory, in his dispute 
of last week over a plan of land 
between Lowell Street and Main 
Street, at Cross Street. The plan 
had shown lot lines only. Leahy 
felt that there was a brook in the 
area. and that it should be shown 
on the plan. The other members 
gave him a week to investigate 


Leahy reported Tuesday that he 
had not only found a brook. he had 
found a culvert under Route 38. 
and a row of trees lining the brook 
He felt that the brook and the cul- 
vert should be shown on the map. 
This started an half hour discus 
sion 

The Town Engineer pointed out 
that this was not a plan of a sub- 
division, nor was it a Land Court 
plan. For non-registered land 
which is not part of a sub-divi 
sion, he said. there are no re- 
quirements, The surveyor who 
had done that work had borrowed 
plans from the Town's engineering 
file, state-and county maps - “and 
I would say that 95% of the plans 
do not show easements. 

Leahy said that it concerned him 
that there are no regulations to 
show water easements, etc 

‘The chairman said that the Plan- 
ning Board could. if it wanted to. 
make its own regulations on the 
subject. illis said he had always 
felt that easements should be 
shown on plans, and moved that a 
regulation be made requiring it 
for plans of Wilmington - to “try 
it for size”. The motion was se- 
conded by Leahy 

Town Engineer Harding again 
spoke up. He told the board that 
a surveyor had done the work 

vou are only signing as a Plan- 
ning Board 

Mort Grant: We signed a plan for 
a piece of land near Rickie's Dog 
House. as a Planning Board, and 
then the Town Counsel said that 


because we had signed that plan 
the proponents had three years 
excuse from new zoning! 

Danny Gillis called an official of 
the Mass. Federation of Planning 
Boards, on the telephone. After a 
ten minute conversation re repor- 
ted that the Wilmington Planning 
Board could only require the ease- 
ment be shown if it was one of 
record. On the matter of dimen- 
sions being shown on a plan, which 
he had also brought up. the story 
was that the board could sign a 
plan with “without knowledge of 
lot size” being endorsed therein. 

Gillis withdrew his motion, Lea- 
hy withdrew his second. and the 
board signed the plan. 

Dunkin Donuts 

The board discussed a variance 
that the Board of Appeals had 
granted to the planned Dunkin Do- 
nuts franchise, on Main Street 
opposite Louies. The Board of 
Appeals has granted three vari- 
ances for the proposed building 
nearly 50% Bower said, for the 
side and rear, and not as much for 
the front of the building 

‘A 50% variance is guaranteed t 
raise the temperature of Planning 
Board members, and it did in this 
case - well almost 

Bill Hooper noted that the Plan 
ning Board had time to protest 
the decisions. He wanted to take 
the Board of Appeals to court, tc 
contest the decision. This time 
he did not get a majority decision 
and the case will not go to court 

Danny Gillis was of the opinior 
that “this thing is going to kill 
itself off”. He likened it so some 
shopping centers that are being 
built - “If someone wants to spenc 
some money. and put in some tax 
base money - 

Hooper: When they bought that 
lot they knew of the crazy shape 
of the crazy intersection wit 
Clark Street! 

Mort Grant: I agree with you 
100% - Gillis: Some guy is going 
to be stuck! 

But they wouldn't vote to try the 
case. Only MacKinnon and 
Hooper voted in favor. 

The lot of land, on which Dun- 
kin Donuts is to be located also 
came in for comment. The Town 
Engineer remarked that it was off 
a state highway, and that the firm 
would have to get_a permission 
from the State DPW to get an 
entrance into their lot 

Zane Bower: They have it al- 
ready! 

Harding: This is a brand new 
ball game. ‘That entrance they 
have is for a lot of land that is 
1300 feet long. This is a dif- 
ferent lot now, and they have to 
make a new application

When the Wilmington Volunteer 
Fire Department was organized 
in 1908 the first thing that had to 
be done was to get fire fighting 
apparatus: 

Firé Departments in that day 
usually had two horse drawn 
wagons per company. one wagon 
having the pump and the other 
carrving a supply of hose. Then 
as now, the hose would be neatly 
flaked down, and after having 
been attached to a pump. or hy- 
drant. the driver of the wagon 
would drive the horse towards 
the fire. - the hose would be 
dragged from the wagon and would 
lie along the ground, ready for 
use 

There were at least two kinds 
of pumps in the horse drawn 
wagons 

In cities where there was a 
permanent fire department. the 
pump would be a ‘steamer’. A 
coal burning boiler would be 
mounted on a wagon. The steam 
generated would supply power to 
a pump. One often sees pictures 
of this type of apparatus. being 
driven to fires with wild-eved 
horses pulling the wagons 

The other way to supply power 
for 4 pump was by muscle 

Human muscle power was always 
available at any fire. willingly 
supplied by both ‘the Volunteer 
Fire Departments and the spec 
tators. 

Hand pumps were mounted on 
wagons. On each side were levers 
to which four men could stand 
comfortably. and six or eight 
with some crowding. There 
would be a dozen men at the 
pump. at any one moment. and 
another dozen or two standing 
by to “spell” the men at work 
for it was a lot of fun to work in 
synchronized unison like that 
Of course there had to be a 
source of water. Some was car- 


ried in a barrel mounted on the 
wagon, but that would last only 
for a few minutes. A lake. a 
pond or brook would be needed. 
A good well could supply plenty 
of water. but one in short supply 
of water meant that the firemen 
would soon pump it dry. and if 
the fire wasn't out by that time 
there was no way to put the fire 
out. The firemen could just stand 
and watch the house burn down. 

Wilmington bought two pumpers 
(hand, of course) and two hose 
wagons. for its volunteer Fire 
Department. in 1903. The pum- 
pers were second-hand, being 
six years ol They were pur. 
chased from the manufacturer. 
the Howe Company. The price 
was $600. 

There aren't many of those old 
time hand pumps left. Occasion 
ally one or two is to be seen at 
a Fireman's Muster. and occas- 
ionally there are contests between 
crews. to see who can pump hard. 
er, and thus “throw” a stream of 
water the greatest distance 

That kind of contest w ive 
in Wilmington fifty or more years 
ago. before the Wilmington Fire 
Department became motorized 

When the Department became 
motorized the hand-pump wagons 
were no longer needed and were 
put aside. The North Wilmington 
fire station was torn down. 

But then. in the early 1920s the 
people in the Silver Lake part of 
town felt that they needed more 
fire protection. There were 
more trains in those days. on 
the “Wildcat Railroad” and it 
was felt that the motorized ap- 
paratus might be held up by a 
Jong train. 

The hand pumper from the No. 
Wilmington fire station was thus 
transferred to Silver Lake. and 
a Silver Lake Volunteer Fire 
Department was formed. Harry 


Miller captain 
Miller Road. off Glen Road. is 
named for Harry. He lived down 
there. to the right 

‘The pumper was stored in a 
shed on the farm of Christian 
Pop” Neilson. and when needed 
Pop would supply the horses 

The writer doesn't recall any 
instance in which the Silver Lake 
Fire Department got to a fire be 
fore the Wilmington Fire Depart 
ment, but possibly that did happen 


The Silver Lake Volunteer Fire 
Department organized whist par- 
ties and other socials. for the 
purpose of raising funds 

There was another function 
which took place on Sunday after- 
noons. in hot weather. sav July 
and August. That function was 
to have “practice runs” to the 
site of the old Union Ice Com- 
pany. off Grove Avenue, where 
the Mildred Rogers School was 
later built. 

The Union Ice Company had 17 
ice houses on that site. if mem: 
ory serves correctly. The ice 
would be harvested in the winter 
and shipped to Boston in the sum: 
mer, There was a spur railroad 
track which crossed Grove Ave. 
and came from the B&M. and on 
that track ousands of tons of 
ice would leave. by freight car 
every summer. 

The ice houses were no longer 
used. in the mid-twenties. and 
they were torn down or other- 
wise destroyed. Huge piles of 
sawdust remained (sawdust pro- 
vided the insulation). Those piles 
gradually burned up. during the 
summer months, the fires start- 
ing by spontaneous combustion 
No one paid much attention to 
the fires, unless they got really 
bad - they were in an isolated 
field, and the lake was on one 
side and the street on the other. 


n about that time, when Wilmington butchers sold me 


But.’on a hot day in August 
when the Silver Lake Fire De 
partment wanted a practice run 
there was the fire in the sawdust 
piles, waiting to be put out! 

The could practice putting out 
fires for hours 

And, if there happened to be a 
keg of beer in the tank through 
which the water flowed, that b 
was really cold, at the end of that 
practice. 

That was a subject on which no 
one spoke. Prohibition was the 
law of the land, and alcoholic 
beverages were not allowed. 

But. after a good long practice 
session at the old Union lee Conv 
pany site. there would always be 
a social hour. down behind the 
carriage shed on Pop Neilson’s 
farm. 

The Silver Lake Volunteer Fire 
Department broke up. just before 
1930. Old No. 2 Pumper remained 
at Pop Neilson’s farm, though. 
for another half dozen years. It 
stood in the carriage shed, and 
the children who played around 
th farm had a real old fire 
engine-to play with. Eventually 
it’ was stored elsewhere. per. 
haps because of the death of Pop 
Neilson, and the subsequent sale 
of the old farm. 

Half a dozen years ago, the men 
in the Wilmington Fire Depart 
ment refurbished old No, 2. The 
cleaned it, and they painted it 
They took it to Firemen’s Mus 
ters, in Middlesex and Essex 
Counties 

It stood in front of the Fire 
House. when not being used. Then 
it was given to a museum. where 
today it is in good hands.
